ed at 21 years." He referred 
to the fact that the Wisconsin 
community has endorsed such 
a principle at least obliquely 
by keeping in local govern- 
ment officials who have en- 
acted 21 age beer control 
ordinances. Such local option 
legislation now governs an 
estimated 63 per cent of the 
residents of Wisconsin. 


Opposition to such a propo- 


sal, however, is experienced, 
resourceful and determined. 


Influential Trades 


It combines the influential 


tavern and beer distribution 
trades, local officials who insist 
that compulsory state controls 
would be a violation of the 
"home rule" principle, and 
persons who believe restriction 
of beer sales smacks of prohibi- 
hibitionist sentiment—always 
unpopular in Wisconsin.

A c c o r d i n g to 
Knowles, about two-thirds of 
the state's drivers between 18 
to 20 who were involved in 
fatal accidents during the last 
year were shown to have an 
amount of alcohol in their 
blood to indicate intoxication.

demonstrations against the war 
and his visit. 


Fielding every question at the 
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news conference with smiling 
urbanity, Ky: 


1. Insisted that his visit was 


not to bolster his regime but to 
thank the people of Australia for 
their sacrifices in behalf of his 
country. 


Not in Algerian War 


2. Denied that Adolf Hitler 


was his hero, that he had ever 
fought for the Vichy regime in 
France—"I was only 12 years 
old"— or that he had ever taken 
part in the Algerian war for 
France. 


3. Reaffirmed his intention to 


visit the United States after the 
Constituent Assembly finishes 
writing a constitution for South 
Vietnam. He said the trip would 
probably be at the end of this 
iyear. 


4. Said he has no objection to 


the Viet Cong's National Libera- 
tion Front participating in nego- 
tiations to end the Vietnamese 
war "so long as they are part of 
the Hanoi delegation."

Besides making 
the kitchen cozy and warm, the aroma of foods while 
baking is simply magnificent and soul-satisfying on below- 
zero days. 


One thing is certain . . . the pioneers before us must 


have lived through days like these and definitely under 
more breezy conditions. Which brings to mind tried and 
true dishes that go back in culinary history . . . pot or 
deep dish pies with either one or two pastry crusts. When 
the wind howled around the settler's home, the homemaker 
brought out her family standbys in the way of baked 
foods. 


If she was a Yankee, the dish might be an English

It has been a long season. The pres-

Under such 
circumstances it is natural there is talk of 
retirement among some of the older play- 
ers and even from Coach Lombardi him- 
self. But six months from now a new sea- 
son will present an even greater challenge, 
and most of these true professionals of the 
violent game of football will be back to 
meet that challenge.

Child Adoption Standards 


The Italian-American Michael Liunis 


finally have been granted permission to 
adopt the four-year-old foster daughter who 
has been living with them since she was 
five days old. 


The Liuni's petition originally had been 


turned down by their county welfare 
commissioner, Joseph Fitzsimmons, in part 
because little Beth was blonde and blue- 
eyed and the foster parents and their three 
natural children had dark hair and eyes 
and also because the foster parents were in 
their forties. The Liunis took the case to 
court and received nation-wide publicity 
and obvious sympathy for their cause. The 
court appointed a three-man investigative 
committee 
which 
unanimously recom- 


mended the adoption but the welfare 
commissioner was hard to convince and his 
approval was essential. 


Ironically, Mr. Fitzsimmons, in reluc- 


tantly making the approval, cited the 
"glare and spotlight of publicity" as a 
major reason for his eventual approval 
which he indicated still was against his 
opinion. He cited other reasons than ethnic 
background and age of the people involved 
such as a menopausal breakdown Mrs. 
Liuni suffered more than a year ago and 
the family's limited financial resources. 
Mr. Liuni earns $8,900 a year. 


What is obvious to everyone, including 


Mr. Fitzsimmons, is that the adoption 
never would have been approved without 
the publicity. We have no doubt that the 
welfare commissioner was sincere in his 
original decision that the Liuni home was 
not the best obtainable for Beth. But his 
lack of judgment is apparent in his opinion 


that a child of four would be better off in 
an institution or another strange home 
than with the family she considered her 
own and where she obviously was loved 
and well cared for. There are many 
couples in their forties who have children 
and there are many adoptions these days 
of youngsters of entirely different races 
much less coloration of eyes or skin. 


All kinds of children survive their real 


mothers' problems of the menopause and 
somehow we would think that a family of 
the Liuni's less than wealthy status which 
fought to keep the child would be far 
preferable to almost any other. Conditions 
would have to be bad indeed ever to 
warrant removing a youngster from the 
only home she has known. 


There must be a certain amount of 


confidential information collected for the 
determination of whether a couple should 
adopt a child. But cases like that of the 
Liunis are disturbing. How many welfare 
organizations follow such rude outlines as 
age of prospective parents and family 
income as final determining factors? How 
many youngsters have been taken from 
loving foster homes because of such 
statistics 
which 
really 
have 
nothing 


whatever to 
do with 
the 
care 
and 


development of the child? There is. for 
instance, a case in southern Wisconsin at 
present which is being protested by the 
neighbors of a family where three foster 
children have been taken. 


The publicity of which Mr. Fitzsimmons 


spoke so disparagingly seems to be just the 
factor needed to encourage more realistic 
standards of adoption.

And 
that impression is borne out 
by many reports now circulat- 
ing in the capitals

world.

French Communist Party. Ac- 
cording to this report, Dang

seems plainly in the American 
interest to find out what the 
other side is now saying off-the- 
record. Though perhaps less 
clearly, it seems to be in the 
American interest to promote 
even further the evolution on 
the other side. 


Washington Hostile 


But Washington's first re- 


action to signs of change on 
the other side was predomi- 
nantly hostile and bellicose. 
Salisbury was villified as a 
tool of Communist propagan- 
da. The mere suggestion that 
bombing be stopped or curtail- 
ed was treated as treasonable 


So violent was this reaction 


that one possible middleman, 
Sec. Gen. U Thant of the 
United Nations, felt obliged 
publicly to take issue with the 


American position. U Thant's 
declaration then drew a public 
rejoinder from Sec. of State 
Dean Rusk. 


The prospect of an open 


word-slinging match between 
the U.S. and the UN cooled 
things off somewhat. At the 
end nf last week. Washington 
edged toward the position that 
it would deal secretly with 
whatever the other side was 
doing. 


The second position is better 


than the first. But it cannot 
last long. For the other side 
has made a public and risible 
sign of change, however slight. 
The United States will have to 
keep pace with some recipro- 
cal public gesture. Probably 
the right gesture is a change, 
not irrevocable and not total, 
in the pattern of the bombing 
of North Vietnam. 


The sad thing is that there 


has to be so much huffing and 
puffing about doing something 
that is obvious. For whether 
the other side is genuinely 
intending to deal or merely 
feinting an opening for propa- 
ganda purposes or just testing 
the air, harsh responses in 
Washington only serve to whet 
the Communist appetite for 
propaganda.

MADISON — Restoration of

The court did not say that 


the defendant was innocent. It 
said that the prosecutor did 
not prove his case in the way 
that the state law requires 
him to prove it, namely, that 
he did not show a corrupt 
intent.

the 


affair, a new trial could be a 
useful 
thing. 
But

probably be assumed that if 
the state could have proved 
intent in the way that the

holds 
that

requires, it would have done 
so in the first instance. Thus 
the probability is that a new 
trial won't be had, although at 
the moment the attorney gen- 
eral's office and the new Dane 
County district attorney 
are 


deliberating and it seems that 
they will probably defer their 
decision until their motions or 
a rehearing before the Su- 
preme Court can be consider- 
ed. 


What will 
trouble many 


citizens, if a new trial is not 
had or if the Legislature does 
not act to write a statute on 
bribery of public officials that 
is more easily understood, is 
the probability of a twilight 
zone in an important sector of 
official conduct. 


This reporter happens to 


believe, with many 
others, 


that Alfonsi was not guilty of 
bribery in the sense that the 
word is normally understood. 
The record shows that he 
admitted readily enough ac- 
cepting a $100 check. It shows 
that he and the man who 
wrote the check testified that 
it was intended to reimburse 
him for exp°nses incurred in 
connection with a speaking 
service on behalf of pending 
legislation. 


Yet, at the very least, there 


are issues of taste involved. 
There is also involved, unless 
clarification is had. the chance 
that there is opened a loop- 
hole that will afflict the state 
again. 


ENEMIES E X P R E S S E D

Some of Alfonsi's enemies 


were unable to restrain their 
glee about his difficulties and 
were willing enough to assume 
his guilt before his trial.

What amuses me about such 


displays is the obvious schizo- 
phrenia of play 
producers. 


With one breath they curse out 
the critics for being obtuse, 
prejudiced, shallow, negative, 
and destructive: and with the 
next breath, they quote as 
many approving reviews as 
they can find. 


If the critics are really as 


bad as the producers profess 
to believe, then their approval 
is of as Little value as their 
disapproval. If we are urged 
to ignore the critics when they 
pan a play, we should be 
urged equally to ignore them 
when they praise a play. 


But the producers want it 


both ways, which is transpar- 
ently silly and self-serving. If 
a critic's judgment is bad, 
then obviously he is no more 
to be trusted when he likes a 
show than when he disl'kes 
one; and quoting his approba- 
tion only serves to give him 


more authority over public 
taste. 


In 
an interview on the 


"Tonight" show not long ago, 
Edward Albee, the distinguish- 
ed playwright, remarked that 
drama critics have too much 
power in the American the- 
ater. I quite agree 
(even 


though I am one of them 
1!, and 


have long said the same thing, 
in print and in private. 


But the reason they have too 


much power is that it is 
conferred upon them by the 
theater itself. "Rave reviews" 
are overemphasized in all the 
ads and publicity: so much so. 
indeed, that a play which is 
reviewed unfavorably in the 
two New York morning papers 
has practically no chance of 
survival. 


Theater-goers in Europe are 


much more sure of their taste, 
much more willing to take a 
chance on a play that has not 
been given the stamp of a 
"hit" by the critics. As a 
result, critics in Europe are 
not looked upon either as 
oracles or ogres, but simply as 
individuals expressing their 
own subjective opinions, which 
may mean much or little. 


Of course, another reason 


for the excessive power wield- 
ed by American drama critics 
is the almost prohibitively 
high cost of attending the 
theater here. An evening out 
at the theater in New York 
may 
easily cost $40, with 


tickets, dinner, transportation 
and baby-sitting fee. For such 
a sum, few potential patrons 
will venture out for anything 
less than a guaranteed "smash 
hit" as evidenced by a full-
